No 
delay was necessary for the purpose of 
coaling or cleaning N-ebogatoff's ships as 
his division made a stop lor this purpose 
before entering the Straits of Malacca. 


Upon the strength of' an untraceable 


rumor an evening piiper here got an ex- 
tra announcing that a. haval battle had 
commenced, but the admiralty lias no 
confirmation of the report and discredits 
it. 


TOKIO, May 1C.—2 p. .m—It is defin- 


itely known that Rear Admiral Rojest- 
vensky, after temporarily leaving Hon- 
Kohe Bay on May 8 re-entered the bay 
and continues at anchor there. 
. SINGAPORE, Straits Settlements, May 
15.—Thirteen 
Russian 
warships were 


sighted May 12 off Cape Vurella, about 
fifty miles north of Kamranh Bay, by the 
steamer Jason which arrived here today. 


TOKIO, May 15.—Noon. Tlie govern- 


ment has prohibited the exportation of 
coal to Saigon. The embargo Is to con- 
tinue so long as the Russian fleet is in 
Indo-Chinese waters. 


SHANGHAI, May'15.—The customs 


oflicials here now carefully scrutinize nil 
applications for'permits to export coal. 


NAGASAKI, May 
13.—4 p. m.—The 


naval princ court at Sasebo has confis- 
cated the flritish steamer Sylviana. 


The Sylviana, a vessel of C.187 tons 


was captured on Feb. 20th last, bound 
for Vladivostok with 
Cardiff 
coal 
on 


board. The place of her capture was not 
reported at the time. 


STILL PROFESS NEUTRALITY.

WERE PAID $15 FOR LIFE 


Hired Sludgers Kill C. J. Meyers, 


Is tlie Confession Made by 


Business Agent. 


Charles J. Casey, business agent for 


the Carriage and Wagon Workers' un-. 
ion has made a confession to Police in- 
spector Lavin in which he implicates' six, 
including himself, who may all be Bent 
to the gallows. He acknowledges that 
$15 was paid to three hired sluggers to 
"beat up" C. J. Meyer?, who was slug- 
ged last April 13, and died a few days 
ago from his injuries. The latter refus- 
ed to go out 071 strike, with other wood- 
workers. Besides Casey and the three 
hired sluggers, Henry J. Newman, secre- 
tary of Woodworkers' union Xo. 4, and 
George Miller, member of the executive 
committee of the union, are under ar- 
rest. The confession recites the details 
of the plot to put Meyers "out of busi- 
ness." He was set upon when near his 
home on the night of April 13, struck 
first upon the head with a club, and was 
then set upon by the trio of assailants, 
who ground their heel? into his face and 
body. The strike 
whioh 
caused 
the 


death of Meyers was not for more wages, 
but a refusal to work under "open shop" 
conditions. 


Two more official:, -of the Carriage and 


Wagon Workers' union, Local 
No. 4, 


were arrested early yesterday morning 
by detectives from the Harrison street 
police station as accomplices in the "Slu" 
murder of C. J. Carlstrom, known .as C. J. 
Meyers. 


DEFENSE IS IGNORANCE. 


"I was one of forty members of the 


union who wanted the strike called off at 
the Mockel Wagon Works," said Novak. 
"At the first meeting of the committee 
I attended President Mcller announced 
that a proposition had been made calling 
for the appropriation of $50 for 'educa- 
tional' purposes. I didn't know what it 
meant, but supposed it was for the dis- 
tribution of union literature, or posters, 
or something of that kind, so I voted for 
it.

WORK ON NAVAL STATION 


Comraoncfmeot to Be Made at.Soon an 


Title of Lund I« Seonred. 


Was Racine luCKy or unlucky .in not 


securing the naval training station, over 
which there was so much discussion sev- 
eral months ago? Everybody admitted 
we had the finest location, but there was 
a pull among the 
commissioners and 


Lake Bluff was chosen before Racine site 
was ever looked at. Why this was so 
will possibly come out some day. Long 
ago a sensation was promised, but has 
not yet come to a head. 


Dispatches from Washington say that 


just as soon as a title is secured for 172 
acres of land on Pettibone Creek, Lake 
Bluff, which was selected for the station 
site, is lodged with the government, Cap- 
tain Albert G. Ross, who has been desig- 
nated by Secretary Morton to superin- 
tend the work, will go to Lake Bluff, and 
take formal possession of the property 
for the government, erect a fence around 
it, and go to work immediately to build 
the finest station in the United Slates. 


This looks as if the promised expose 


has been throttled, in fact choked to 
death and that Racine, if she.still has 
any hopes of getting the station, might 
just as well, lay down and commence ne- 
gotiations to establish a handsome lake 
shore park on the north side site. 


Red tape has been cut and $250,000 is 


available to get the site on Pettibone 
Creek ready to make the dirt fly. The 
buildings will accommodate 1,000 men at 
the start. It is estimated that before 
the work at Lake Bluff is completed sev- 
eral millions of dollars will have been 
expended. Whether the property of a 
niece of one of the commissioners will be 
bought remains to be seen.

AGED 16, 


LOST HIS LIFE 


Went luto a Basement With Lighted 


Lamp, Igniting fumes 1'roni Com- 


bnstibles—The Losa Amounts 


to 540,000. 


In a fire at Kcnosha this morning the 


0. M. Caulkins block, occupied by the 
Kenosha postofTice and the 
John 
A. 


Pitts paint, oil and wall paper business, 
was almost totally destroyed by fire and 
John Schmitz, 10 years old, lost hU life. 
For a time it looked us if the business 
center of the city \would be destroyed, 
the combustible stuff in the Pitls store 
making a hot blaze and-there was a 
strong wind blowing. 


Kenosha firemen responded . to 
tho 


alarm and after a stubborn fight'got the 
fire under control. The' 'fire originated 
from an explosion in tho basement of the 
Pitts store. 


John Schmitz, employed in' the store, 


'entered the' basement with 
a 
lighted 


laihp to get some point. He had,been 
down b'ut a few moments when thcre'was 
a terrific explosion and flames burst up 
through the floor and doors, causing the 
other employes of the place to hurry out, 
but Schmitz did not appear and no doubt 
he -was killed or jtnnned by the explos- 
ion and perished before assistance could 
reach him. 


It was only a few moments before the 


interior of the place was a mass "f 
(lames. In the other part of tlie build- 
ing was the postofficc. 3'y prompt acti-nn 
the employes of this department saved 
all of the mail, money and other valua- 
bles and the loss to the government will 
not amount to over $.'>00, mostly caused 
by burned stamped envelopes. 


'The loss on .the building is estimated 


at $20,000 upon which there is an insur- 
ance of 83,000; loss on the Pitts stock 
is estimated at $20,000 and insured for 
alo.ut $10,000. 


After the fire was out the body of 


young Schmiti! was found, burned almost 
beyond recognition. 


The force 
of the 
explosion was so 


great that it shook buildings for a block 
and Mr. Pitts in the store above the cel- 
lar,, was blown off a platform. 


The Schmitz boy who lost his life was 


literally blown to pieces and' one of his 
arms is still in the wreck. 


Furniture'in the Red Front restaurant 


was greatly damaged and the Caulkins 
hall in the upper part of the building 
was wrecked. 


Fire Marshal Jiarr came near losing his 


life during the blaze. Ue and another 
fireman were walking on the floor in the 
hall when it 
gave way. Tlie fireman 


leaped out of the way and it happened 
that Mr. Barr fell astride a water pipe 
and he was about to topple over into 
the fire when the fireman pulled him out 
of harm's way. 


STORY OF AUTO CARNAGE 


793 Persons Have Been Killed 


or Injured in New York 


Since January 1. 


NEW YORK, May' 15.—No longer need 


the juggernaut of Pagan India hang its 
head in shame. Its horrors arc mild in 
comparison with the slaughter of the in- 
nocents by the modern juggernaut of the 
auto in this Christian land of America. 
Since Jan. ], the automobile accidents in 
New York and vicinity have numbered 


703. 
Of these forty-three were in the 


week just elapsed. In sixty-two cases 


men, 
women and children were .done to 


death. From the whole number may be 
selected bctwern fifty and seventy which 
have rendered thoir victims permanent 
cripples. 


And yet no guilty owner or driver of a 


mnrJerons automobile has been punished 
for manslaughter. The severest penalty 
has been a moderate fine, and manj; have 
even escaped paying this blood money. 


Of the sixty-two fatal accidents fifty- 


three of them took place when tlie owner 
of the automobile was In the car. It is 
an awful list-which proxi-nts these facts, 
but the record is just the Tinre truth. In 
twenty-seven of thoso fatal casee tlic- 
owner was at the wheel. Those twenty- 
seven cases were represented by twenty" 
three members of licensed clubs, which 
offer their standing as an objection to 
legislation adverse to automobile inter-

looking over the columns it is 


found that it is No. 1, volume XHI, and 
that A. C. Snnford as its editor and pro- 
prietor, .made his valedictory. Mcs.-ra. 
Hurlbtit Bros, purchased the steam flour- 
ing mills of S. A. Sage, paying $18,000 
for the property, no doubt an immense 
sum half a century ago. J. G. Conroe 
run a hardware store; Langlois & Lainc 
were partners in the paiul and oil busi- 
ness; 1'. J. Biirchaii conducted a large 
tannery; Heath & Elkins were the lead- 
ing jewelers; George Tomlinson, dead, 
sold 
furniture and manufactured 
the 


same; H/D. Du'rand advertised to buy 
all bills of broken tanks, the wild-cat 
money being ia circulation at that time; 
K ,T. Wickham was the big grocer; that 
year Ratine exported 1,:)00,000 pounds 
of pro'duc'e; Kcnoslia 1,200,000 pounds.

the notice. 


In the city of Racine there arc l.'O car- 


penters and of this number there are 100 
who belong to the union. The bosses will 
call a meeting cither this .evening or to- 
morrow and decide what to do with the 
demand.' It is understood that some ol 
the bosses will not grant the demand.

Period of Calm Libely-Fatuer Gopon 


Sends Word Fi-om Abroad to 


DJ Nothii s Until 


He Returns. 


ST. PETERSBURG, May 15—With the 


Russian May day happily passed without 
disorders, the authorities breathe easier 
and arc inclined to regard the danger of 
a really serious interior crisis this spring 
as over. Turbulence doubtless will con- 
tinue with sporadic disorders, but the 
plans of tlie Social Democrats and Social 
Revolutionists to 
produce 
disaffection 


among the troops and peasant and work- 
men*' movements for the creation of a 
suite of general anarchy have signally 
failed. The only place whence acute dis- 
order was. reported yesterday was Ivish- 
mefT and jthat was in no sense attribut- 
able to' the revolutionists. 
Apparently 


'the crowd of soldiers off duty not out 
of hand, pillaged shops and even govern- 
ment '.buildings, and created a rei-pi of 
terror among the inhabitants until sur- 
rounded and arrested by their comrades. 


HAD NO REAL LEADERSHIP. 


It is now evident that while the Social 


Democrats 
and 
Social 
Revolutionists 


made a lot of noise, they had neither or- 
ganization nor real leadership behind 
them. Even the terrorists 
hold aloof, 


while waiting for bigger game. These 
two parties which already have forfeited 
the sympathy of the major portion of 
the Liberals now stand discredited by 
their 
failure with the working lower 


classes generally. The attempt 
to re- 


trieve their lost prestige in St. Peters- 
burg by proclaiming a general strike for 
today, also has broken down, the work- 
men refusing to follow their leadership. 
A period of calm is now likely to super- 
vene in which the intelligent elements of 
reform, which are not in sympathy with 
violence will devote themselves as they 
are doing to discussing and elaborating 
ideas of the form which the promised 
popular representation should take and 
to bringing rational pressure to bear on 
the government to meet their views. 


PEOPLE ARE NOT READY.1 


Everything now depends on Vive Ad- 


im'ral Rojestvcnsky, but cool observers 
arc more and more convinced that ;Uie 
reforms' of the Russian staU like all 
their predecessors will come from above 
and not from below. The people are not 
ripe for physical revolution. In 
the 


meantime reforms in all directions arc 
being worked out although the liberals 
are too impatient to properly appreciate 


the. 
great changes which are gradually 


being ejected. The repeal of the law- 
prohibiting Poles from buying land will 
be followed by a, general amelioration of 
the condition of the Jews touching par- 
ticularly the extension of the right of 
residence on which the committee of min- 
isters is now earnestly laboring. 


QUIET AT THE CAPITAL. 


In St. Petersburg the day was passed 


in almost perfect quiet without a drop of 
blood being shed. The revolutionaries 
found it impossible to execute the pro- 
gram 
of 
demonstrations 
and 
bomb 


throwing which they so widely advertis- 
ed, the workingmen declining to sacri- 
fice themselves to advance the propagan- 
da of their self-constituted leaders, and 
the advertised feelings were 
attended 


chiefly by spectators. Gov. Gen. Trepoff 
handled the situation firmly, but with a 
view to avoiding collisions avid made his 
dispositions skillfully. Squads of Cos- 
sacks patrolled the streets, reserves were 
retained under anus in their barracks, 
but there was no occasion to call out 
either. 


Correspondents who redo through all 


sections of the city and suburbs found 
the streets perhaps less thronged than 
usual. More or less tension and agita- 
tion were apparent in tlie 
industrial 


quarters, where workmen prorncnated 
under 
the eyes ot the Cossacks with 


whips in their hands. Otherwise the city 
wore almost it normal appearance. The 
weather, which was cold and raw, acted 
as a. deterrent. Russians dislike physical 
discomfort. 
-MARSEILLAISE'' MET WITH WHIPS. 


At the Preobrajensky cemetery, where 


the principal meeting: in honor of "the 
January martyrs" aa the victims of "Red 
Sunday" are popularly called, had been 
advertised, u, scanty crowd, largely com-' 
posed of curiosity seekers, assembled, 
:Cossack9 dispersed.the crowd, the more, 
nggiv-isive of whom sang "Marseillaise." 
us they were* crossing the fields. This 
defiance wa« met by a ohargo of Cos- 


sacks, who used their whips freely, in- 
flicting.many painful injuries. 


There was a similar incident on Vas- 


aili island* where a dozen students, main-, 
ly girls, raised the "Marseillaise," and 
gathered a crowd.- Cossacks cantered up 
and dispersed the crowd with 
whips, 


seeming to take special pleasure in 
slashing the girl students, but the latter, 
apparently were anxious to pose as mar- 
tyrs, and deliberately provoked attack by 
singing revolutionary songs. 


TREPOFF IS PLEASED. 


Gov. 
Gen. Trepofif is exceedingly pleas- 


ed with the result of his precautions, and 
points out that order was exceptionally 
well maintained during the day without 
firing a shot or inflicting a single injury 
serious enough to warrant surgical or 
hospital attention. He attributed the 
success of his measures largely to whole- 
sale arrests of incendiary leaders Sun- 
day and Sunday night. He also praises 
the working population for its sensible 
stand. 


GOPON COUNSELED PEACE. 


The leaders were so confident of suc- 


cess in advance of the event that they 
prepared a number of informal hospitals 
or bandaging stations in the neighbor- 
hood of the various advertised meet- 
ing places to render first aid to the vic- 
tims of the expected rioting. Part of 
the onus of their failure rests upon 
Father Gopon, who sent a, message from 
abroad to the leaders of his old organ- 
ization saying: "Do nothing until I re- 
turn."

SNYDER, May 12.—Ninety-five bodies 


of victims of Wednesday night's tornado 
had been found up to noon today. At 
that time 35 persons were still missing 
and the list of seriously injured number- 
ed 115, of whom 25 were believed to be 
fatally hurt. Twenty-five or thirty oth- 
ers were slightly hurt. 


The financial loss today is estimated 


at a half million dollars. 


Reports brought in today from the 


country which has been shut off since 
Wednesday night by lack of telegraph 
facilities indicate that 25 persons were 
killed outside of Snyder, making-a,.possi- 
ble total deal of 120. Verification of the 
loss of life in the country will naturally 
be slow. 


SCENES OF SUFFERING. 


Pitiable scenes of want and suffering 


wer". •"' • here today on all side*. Last 
night many who had lost everything 
they possessed, went hungry and practi- 
cally unprotected from the cold. 


Many bodies 'lyuig in temporary mor- 


gues' remained unidentified, while among 
the injured, dozens who suffered from 
ugly wounds or broken limbs, were with- 
out 
proper medical attention. Others 


still were missing and an exact list of 
the casualties was not to be had. 


With the break of day, two score par- 


ties of rescuers continued their search in 
the wreckage for victims. Early today 
carloads of provisions, clothing, tents, 
bedding and medicines began to arrive, 
and with them came an added number of 
persons from all directions to aid in at- 
tending to the immediate wants of the 
citizens. 


SYSTEMATIZE RELIEF. 


The most serious phaw of the situation 


presented today, was the necessity for 
the immediate housing of the homeless 
and the providing of sufficient m^licnl 
care for the injured. While physicians 
and surgeons had arrived 
every hour 


since Thursday morning. Uiey worked at 
a distinct disadvantage because of lack of 
liouseroom 
and 
insufficient 
facilities. 


Among the first things accomplished to 
dny was the sorting of medicines, cloth- 
ing, 
and provisions, which were hurried 


to separate depots ns fast a; received. 
From each of those places separate com- 
mittees began a systematic distribution 
of this material. 


All night two dozen men worked in- 


cessantly, preparing the bodies of the vic- 
tim.' for burial, and today dozens of fun- 
erals were held. Plenty of coflins had 
been sent in, but wagons and drays hod 
to be used in carting the remains to the 
cemeteries.- All day long crude 'icarses 
pns.^es through the wreck littered streets. 


Poorly clad men. women mid children, 


"lost of .whom hud lost some member of 
their family

wounds, exposure and hunger, wandered 
here and there trying to find some miss 
ing loved one, or went from morgue to 
morgue in an endeavor to identify them 
among the dend.

RICHMOND, Va., May 12.—"The ab-

The state dairy and food com- 
missioner is made the judge of the qunl- 
ity. 


Although the rate commission bill bus 


been upon each morning's calendar dur- 
in" the week. it. has commanded no fur- 
ther attention than to be put over from 
day to dny. This however, does not com- 
plete the record, for members of the 
committees have been industriously seek- 
ing to perfect the measure so that it will 
be satisfactory to themselves. 


While the bill is in possession of the 


senate and not in the hands of the com- 
mittee, senators connected with the com- 
mittee have put in time dny after day 
trying to correct some of the conflicting 
sections. These provisions, it is claimed, 
will be incorporated in the bill and in or- 
der to avoid unnecessary delay by offer- 
ing the changes as amendments upon the 
floor, it Is thought likely that the bill 
will go back to the committee on rail- 
roads for correction arid change. It is 
not contended that these changes effect 
the essentials which go to the rate mak- 
ing power or in any way seek to change 
the scope or power of the commission, 
but tho claim is made that they do af- 
fect the legal operation of the bill and 
would lead to serious conflict 
in the 


courts. 


A number of specific complaints arc be- 


ing registered by shippers throughout the 
state as to the provisions of the bill 
which the corenittce is taking under cor.- 
sideration, and if changes arc made, these 
amendments will be substituted in the 
present measure. While nil this work is 
going on. there is seemingly no conflict 
whatever between those who have hereto- 
fore opposed the measure, and those who 
have •ulvoeated its material provisions. It 
appears to be taken for granted that 
with the exception of whether the com- 
mission, will .be elected or appointed, the 
bill substantially as introduced, will go 
'through the senate.. The Democrats and 
possibly a number of the other senators 
will vote, for an elective commission and 
will endeavor to k«ep this out.
